As a result, 
they experienced. difficultica dospite 
the fact that the Grand Theatre, |- 
was making, $20,000 . to 26,000 and 
Cathay Theatre, 5,000. .a month. 
Since ‘ August. 29, _nunierous 
fies . amounting to Tis. 635, 
000 were filed against the defen- 
dants, while other suits not filed 
asked for payments amounting to 
Tis. 600,000, The assets of the 
defendants asa. going concern ex- 
ceeded the total of all thelr obliga- 
tlons by. approximately Tls.
